The  National  Pan-Hellenic  Council  (NPHC)  was  founded  on  the  campus  of  Howard  University  in 
Washington  DC,  on  May  10,  1930.  It  is  currently  composed  of  nine  International  Greek  letter  Sororities  and 
Fraternities.  Elon’s  National  Pan-Hellenic  Council  is  comprised  of  six  of  the  historically  African-American 
fraternities  and  sororities:  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  Sorority,  Inc.,  Alpha  Phi  Alpha  Fraternity,  Inc.,  Delta  Sigma  Theta 
Sorority,  Inc.,  Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority,  Inc.,  Kappa  Alpha  Psi  Fraternity,  Inc.,  and  Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  Inc. 

These  organizations  are  service-oriented  and  conduct  philanthropic  and  hands-on  community  projects 
in  Elon  and  the  surrounding  Burlington  community.  Among  its  service  projects,  NPHC  participates  in  Elonthon 
and  collaborates  with  the  Project  Life  bone  marrow  donor  recruitment  drive. 

NPHC  also  holds  annual  programs  to  demonstrate  and  educate  the  Elon  community  about  the  culture  of 
the  dillerent  organizations.  This  year,  NPHC  hosted  “Meet  the  Greeks,”  to  educate  students  about  historically 
Black  Greek  letter  organizations,  performed  signature  sorority  and  fraternity  steps  during  College  Coffee,  and 
sponsored  its  annual  Homecoming  Step  Show  in  which  the  Sigma  Delta  Chapter  of  Alpha  Phi  Alpha  Fraternity, 
Inc.  and  the  Omicron  Iota  Chapter  of  Delta  Sigma  Theta  Sorority,  Inc.  were  crowned  victors.  During  Black 
History  Month,  the  council  challenged  attendants  at  College  Coffee  to  consider  what  unity  means,  and  used  those 
detinitions  to  create  a  “unity  quilt"  in  honor  of  the  freedom  quilts  used  by  slaves  on  the  Underground  Railroad.

Newtown  1  ragedy 


On  December  14th,  the  worst  grade-school  shooting, 
and  second  worse  school  shooting,  in  history  took 
place  at  Sandy  Hook  Elementary  School  in  Newtown, 
CT  where  26  people  were  killed;  twenty  first  grade 
students  and  six  female  educators.

The  Supreme  Court  began  hearings  on  two  cases 
regarding  same  sex  marriage  that  challenge  state 
and  federal  laws  that  define  marriage  as  only  being 
unions  between  a  man  and  a  woman.  The  first  case 
from  California  could  decide  on  the  constitutional 
right  to  same  sex  marriage,  but  the  justices  could 
take  a  smaller  approach  and  only  make  a  decision 
for  the  state.

Fiscal  Cliff  leads  to  Sequester 

On  March  1st  when  political  parties  could  not 
reach  a  deal  regarding  the  nation's  budget, 

President  Obama  signed  an  order  to  put  the  se¬ 
quester  cuts  into  effect.  Originally  scheduled  for 
January,  there  was  a  two  month  delay  but  now 
began  a  spending  reduction  of  approximately 
$85.4  billion  dollars  in  fiscal  year  2013.  The 
2014  to  2023  plan  will  reduce  spending  by  $995 
billion  for  over  $1.2  trillion  in  debt  reduction, 
these  budget  cuts  are  divided  equally  between 
defense  and  social  programs.

The  pressure  cooker 
bombs  resulted  in  264  people  being  injured  and  three  dead.  On 
April  18th,  the  FBI  released  photos  of  brothers  Dzhokhar  (19)  and 
Tamerlan  Tsarnaev  (26),  the  two  suspects  of  this  terrorist  attack. 
Boston  was  on  lockdown  as  police  searched  for  the  brothers  who 
killed  an  MIT  police  officer,  carjacked  an  SUV,  and  exchanged 
gunfire  with  Watertown  police.  Tamerlan  Tsarnaev  was  killed 
and  Dzhokhar  escaped  with  injuries.  On  Friday  night.  Police 
were  able  to  obtain  Dzhokar  from  a  boat  in  the  backyard  of  a 
Watertown  resident.  Tsanaev  has  been  charged  with  using  and 
conspiring  to  use  an  improvised  explosive  device  against  persons 
and  property  within  the  United  States  resulting  in  death  and 
one  count  of  malicious  destruction  of  property  by  means  of  an 
explosive  device  resulting  in  death. 


Jason  Collins  Comes  Out 

Jason  Collins  (34),  the  center  for  the 
Washington  Wizards,  came  out  as  gay  in 
the  May  edition  of  Sports  Illustrated.  He  is 
the  first  male  athlete  to  be  openly  gay  while 
playing  for  a  major  American  sports  team. 
Collins  hopes  to  start  the  conversation  about 
more  men  being  comfortable  to  come  out  as 

gay  athletes.

Three  women  were  freed  from  a  home  in 
Cleveland,  OH  after  being  trapped  for  almost 
ten  years.

Castro  between  2002  and  2004.  Castro  has  been 
charged  on  three  counts  of  rape  and  four  counts 
of  rape.

Bangladesh  Building  Collapse 

Rana  Plaza,  a  garment  factory  complex  in  Bangladesh, 
collapsed  killing  over  1,100  workers.  After  years  of 
unsafe  Fire  and  building  procedures  and  extremely  low 
wages  of  about  $37  a  month,  many  international  retailers 
located  there  have  now  released  safety  plans  to  prevent 
future  accidents.  The  first  retailers  to  take  action  were 
H&M,  Inditex,  and  C&A.  With  nearly  5,000  factories 
that  employ  nearly  4.5  million  people,  government 
officials  are  hoping  to  get  more  retailers  on  board  and 
begin  to  put  more  regulation  procedures  into  place.
